And now 
science has told us why. The 
funnel-shaped cloud, sucking up 
all the air it conies in contact 
with, will, when it envelops such 
a house, create a complete vacu- 
um around it Then, the air in- 
side of the closed house, seeking 
an outlet, -will burst all of its 
walls, whether or not the house 
is set strongly 
enough 
on its 


foundations to resist the impact 
of the wind. The moral Is: don't 
close your houses against a C3'- 
clone. The theory Is reasonable. 
but it Is to be expected that this 
season, as in all past ones, the 
impulse to shut out the approach- 
ing danger can not be overcome.

He Is Or has 
been all of these in different parts of the 
United States. In Texas It Is the county 
judge who serves In many of the coun- 
ties us ex-of£iclo 
superintendent 
of 


schools, and in at least one state the

to 
hold the office.

T^^a-j expects soon to have real county 
superintendents In all the counties that 
are still without them, according to In- 
formation received at the United States 
Bureau of Education. 


The new Texas plan Is based on the 


urgent needs of the state's rural schools. 
Texas has 750,000 rural school children. 
Efficient county supervision is a prime 
requisite for efficient rural schools, and 
Texas proposes to maintain 
efficient 


rural schools. She IB endeavoring to re- 
lieve her county judges, who make no 
claim to expert knowledge of rural school 
supervision, of their duties as county su- 
perintendents of schools, and to select 
real superintendents whose first claim 
to the position is professional training 
and ability. 


Not only does Texas desire to have 


regular county superintendents In charge 
of all the schools In place 
of 
county 


JudRes, but she alms to make sure that 
the superintendents will not bo political 
nominees.- The proposed plan puts the 
selection of the county superintendents 
in the hands of the county board of edu- 
cation to the end that this officer, like 
his city colleague, may be chosen for 
educational fitness rather than for po- 
litical expediency. Tho whole idea i« to 
make the county superintendent, as ht, 
Is in many states and as he ought to be 
wherever the office exists, a profession- 
ally trained school expert. 


Thero are proSably few cases where 


the important work' of school supervision 
Is asslffned to a county Judge or a sher- 
iff, but there are still very many locali- 
ties where the Texas ideal of a profes- 
sionally trained county 
superintendent, 


free from political tics. Is not yet real- 
ized. Educators even-where believe that 
rule-quale supervision by expert county 
superintendents Is so essential In the up- 
building of tho rural schools that tho of- 
fice of county superintendent should be 
wholly professional and not political.

LIVED IN TRIBES. . 


In ancient 
times—Centuries 
before 


Christ—they lived in groups or tribes, on 
the northern shore of the Danube, near 
the -Black Sea, and engaged tn fishing, 
grazing and agriculture. By the aggres- 
sion of other people they were forced into 
the fertile and unpopulated districts to- 
ward the Baltic Sea extending to Ger- 
many. 
Their origin is pre-historic, but 


in common with other Slav nations, they 
claim to be the most ancient. The Poles 
even go so far as to trace their decent 
from Lech, a great-grandson of Noah(?) 
hence, as the Ukrainians are a. sister na- 
tion of the Poles, it follows tnat the Uk- 
ranians are some relation to Noah's fam- 
ily also. 
However, the Ukranians are 


distinctly a different people, having their 
own language and literature, customs and 
traditions, and even their own costume. 
They had their own government before 
Russia had any. 


A Ukranian can generally be distin- 


guished from other Slavs, especially from 
the Russian or Pole by the last syllable 
of nib feurname "ko," "uk" or "yn." 


Ruthenian or Ukrainian people, less af- 


fected by Mongol invasion and 
influ- 


ences, are thought to represent the pur- 
est type of the Slavs. 
It was customary that on the deatii of 


the ruler to divide the country equally 
among his sons, until at least It was di- 
vided into six parts, each governed by 
an Independent ruler. 
There were fre- 


quent wars for supremacy, weakening 
the nation to such au extent that they 
were easily conquered by Poland, and 
were held in bondage worse than vas- 
salage. 


COSSACKS REBEL. 


Large numbers of the Ukranians fled 


from the oppression 
of the 
Poles and 


Turks to the frontier provinces »f Kiev 
and Chernygov. 
These men left their 


families behind them and sought shelter 
In f.ie wiia<! of the Dnieper, hiding in the 
Jungles and large islands of the stream. 
They lived on fish caught In the river and 
game killed in th'e forests along its banks. 
They inci-eas-d very rapidly 
They called 


themselves "Sich-Zaporoska" (Cossacks.) 
They chose their chief—called Hetman 
(Headman) who was elected in a pecu- 
liar manner. Tho balloting consisted in 
throwing their fur caps at each candidate. 
Tho one having tho largest heap of caps 
was elected. They also had a primitive 
method of recall. 
When tho Cossacks become sufficiently 


'(powerful, they 
revolted , against 
Tie 


Poles, and wrested from them province 
after province of tho Ukranian territo- 
ries. 
From their earliest history, the 


country of the Cossacks was a land of 
rcfugo for th.) oppressed of every clime. 
In tho sixteenth century they had freed 
a large part of Ukranla. 


PROTECTED COUNTRY. 


The Ukranian Cos-?ncks often protected 


the country from tho barbarians. 
They 


would descend the river Dnieper to the 
Black Sea on tho rude rough boats or 
galleys and make raids along its shores, 
attack the Turkish settlements, freeing 
IVieii counlomcn and others held In sla- 
very by the Turks. They would return 
with their prize to the fastness of their 
stronghold on the Dnieper, called "Cos- 
sack's Kingdom." 
The Ukranian Cossacks were most pow- 


erful 
In tho seventeenth 


of Russia In Poland, until a poet, Taras 
Shevohenko, the Russian serf, began to 
write patriotic verses, songs and poems of 
the brave deeds of the Ukrainian Cos- 
sacks, the battles with the Tartars, Turks 
and Poles. 
Soul-thrilling songs of Uk- 


rainla. when it was a free and inde- 
pendent nation. These poems and songs 
were on every tongue and a wave of pat- 
riotic fervor aroused again Ukrainian 
patriotism. 


When Poet Shevchenko was twenty- 


four years old, his freedom 
was pur- 
chased. A portrait painted by the fam- 
ous artist Briolav, was sold by lottery for 
2500 rubles, and the money was paid for 
Shevchenko's freedom.

He was fitted to teach in the Uni- 
versity in Galicia, but the Polish au- 
thorities of Galicia deprived him the right 
of any government position because he 
was too "radical." Dr. Ivan Franko wa^ 
offered lucrative positions in the Univer- 
sities of Germany and France, but he re- 
fused them In order that he might devote- 
his life to the working people of all na- 
tions. He Is a poet, writer and philoso- 
pher. A strong feeling of national unity 
among Ukrainians was aroused and fos- 
tered by sucn men as Shevchenko Kotlar- 
evski. Kivitka, Dragomanov. Jedkovlch, 
Kova'lenko. Pavlyk, Sichynsky, Lysenko, 
Franke. Professor Hrushevsky, who has 
just finished a complete history of Uk- 
rainla, Is tho best living authority on that

Tunneling by the ancients was done at 


the 
evnense of much time and labor, 


since thev lacked the knowledge and facili- 
ties of the modern engineer. 


BUILT DRAIN SYSTEMS. 


The Assyrian! 
constructed 
drainage 
passages and tunneled under the "Euphra- 
tes a'id the kings of Upper Egypt con- 
structed their tombs by tunnelling into 
the precipitous cliffs of the Theban Moun- 
tains, but the Romans were the greatest 
of all ancient tunnel builders, 
one 
of 
their tunnels being 3H miles in lengt.1. 
When tunneling through hard rock, "the 
Roman -method was to build a hot fire in 
front of the face to be pierced and then 
when the rock had reached a hig'n tem- 
perature to dash cold water against the 
heated surface so as to cause cracks and 
fissures. 
After which chisel and mallet 


were called Into requisition. 


In more modern times holes were drilled 


and 
filled 
with gunpowder 
to aid 
in 


breaking up the rocks and hard material 
Later toe diamond drill and dynamite 
gave further assistance in dislodging the 
matter to be removed 


Although short tunnels had been con- 


structed in the "United States, the great- 
est phase of modern tunneling was inau- 
gurated In 3857 when work was begun 
in the Mont Cenis tunnel. This passage- 
way under the Alps near Mont Cenis was 
constructed to facilitate railway commu- 
nication between ' France and Italy. The 
length of t/ils tunnel "1s 7.6 miles and It 
cost $13.000,000. 


Stimulated by the success of the Mont 


Cenis tunnel, other railroad companies 
sometimes alone and sometimes with gov- 
ernmental aid have constructed several 
other tunnels under the Alps and at a 
much less cost per mile by using more 
modern appliances and the employment of 
power 
generated 
by 
the 
mountain 


streams. The order of these constructions 
has been the St. Gothard 
tunnel 
9U 


miles long, establishing railway commu- 
nication between Italy and Switzerland, 
the Simplon, 12M. miles long, the Arlberg, 
6% miles long and the Loetschberg, 9% 
miles long under the Loetscl.cn Pass. The 
latter tunnel cost J17,500,000. 


ENCOUNTER GREAT HEAT. 


In building the longest Alpine tunnels 


great heat was encountered In the mid- 
dle portions, the temperature 
sometimes 


exceeding 100 degrees Fahrenheit. 


Hot water Issued from the crevices in 


the rocks and the very rocks themselves 
were so uncomfortably waim that drills 
to be handled had to bo wrapped In cloths. 
These' conditions caused much trouble 
and necessitated tho piping of cold water 
from the outside to reduce the heat. 
The Simplon tunnel road Is diverting much 
traffic from the St. Gothard. It being the 
shortest route from Paris to Milan, yet 
all of these tunnel roads are doing a. large 
and Increasing business. 


The construction of the Simplon tunnel 


was greatly expedited by using the Brandt 
hydraulic perforator Instead of the dia- 
mond dull. 
This machine consists of a 


riollow steel stem 2"^ Inches In diameter 
carrying on Us end thin tempered points. 
It was operated by a hydraulic engine 
and penetrated from 1 Inch to 3 Inches 
each minute, the speed depending upon 
;he hardness of the rock. 


Aided by this perforator, the tunnel was 


driven In at ttie average rate of 36 feet 
per day, n, rate five times that attained in 
constructing t>.o Mont Cents tunnel.

no misrepresenting his wares. A custom- 
er dealing with, such a man does not 
have to rely on his own technical knowl- 
edge to get a good article. The salseman 
will tell him the truth about it, and he 
can safely base his own judgment oti the 
facts as stated. The one thing- that-the 
buyer lias to look out for is. price. Even 
In this, however, if he is buying an arti- 
cle of general consumption, competition 
protects him. The honest dealer may ask 
a trifle more as the buyer's insurance 
against dissatisfaction, hut, as a general 
proposition, honesty need, not add to the 
price of goods. Of course," if the buyer 
ivants"an ultra fashionable tailor's label, 
it is right and proper that he should pay 
for the higher standard—the-same as buy- 
ing a lot' on Broadway or an adjacent 
street.

Feit in Trade, 


The decrease in the meat supply 


available for exportation Is sharply 
illustrated "by 
the February export 


figures,' Just compiled by the statisti- 
cal division of the bureau of foreign 
and domestic commerce. They show 
the number of cattle exported In the 
eight months ending: with February, 
1913,-but 12,656 head, against 270,219 
head in-the corresponding months of 
1907, 
and the quantity of fresh beef 
exported but 4,709,047 pounds, against

ing: months of 1907. That this short- 
age in the exportations is due in part 
at least to an actual reduction Jn the

In other 
words, Jamet, D. Phelan has 
waked up and is grieved and 
shocked to find that his old 
comrade in arms, Rudolph 
Spreckels, has been 
giving 


him the glad hand with one 


flipper and the edge of Joab's sword with the other. 


While Spreckels was in Washington, Phelan 


rested here in the confident belief that he was urg- 
ing the President to appoint Charlie Fay Collector 
of the Port. He has just discovered that Spreckels 
was legging it to beat the band for J. 0. Davis. 
That is why there is a cloud over the face of the 
moon and a coolness in the relations between Phe- 
lan and Spreckels. 
Another Richmond in the Field 


Judge Morrow has not altered his determination 


to retire from the bench when he reaches his seven- 
tieth year. He will not retire on the minute, how- 
ever, but very soon thereafter—provided, however, 
that he has no reason to believe that either one of 
two^or three undesirables is likely to be appointed 
in his stead. Judge Morrow would rather die on 
the bench than to see Francis J. Heney have his 
place. 


John Henry Miller, formerly of the firm of Lang- 


horne & Miller, is a candidate to succeed Morrow. 
Great stress is laid upon the fact that Miller is a 
Virginian and a great grandson of Patrick Henry. 
Nevertheless, he is an able lawyer and a man of high 
character. He is handicapped, though, by the fact 
that he has a good practice. A good many of the 
Democratic politicians are imbued with the idea that 
a man should not seek a public office if he can make 
a living ^ut cf it. Miller is highly connected in the 
Old Dominion and is said to have appeared oftener 
before the United States Supreme Court than any 
lawyer in California. The judges of the Federal 
Supreme bench know him well and are said to re- 
gard him favorably. 
One point in his favor is his 


familiarity wlth"FederaJ court practice. 


But his support is weak among politicians. Spreck- 


els and Phelan want a man named Monroe, who is 
at present attorney for the California Title Insur- 
ance Company, made Circut Judge. 
At least two , 


of the Democratic members of Congress are candi- 
dates fo"r> the position and the other claimants are 
too numerous to mention. 
Phelan and the Exposition Managers 


Phelan has got himself in bad with the exposition 


managers. While President Moore and his colleagues 
have been working to get the Oriental"nations 'to 
make exhibits at the big fair, Mr. Phelan took it 
into his head to put his pen and both feet into the 
business. He wrote a letter to the Legislature urg- 
ing the passage of the alien land bill, which is re- 
garded as a direct slap at the Japanese. This may 
have the effect of deciding Japan not to make any 
exhibit at the exposition. 


Hence the exposition managers are sore at the 


ex-mayor and are charging him with being, a mat- 
plot and a busybody. 
Lawlor's Plan to Get Judge's Place 


The town is laughing over the dinner that Judge 


Lawlor gave himself at the Family Club to boost 
his candidacy for Judge DeHavens' position on the 
Federal Bench. 
( 
The remains of the "Graft Prosecution" sat down 


to table. Phelan made a nice, prim little speech; 
Rudolph Spreckels was there, but Larry Harris, the 
chairman, did not ask him to speak, which has ex- 
cited considerable ill-will. Francis Heney came, 
armed with a speech, loaded with adjectives and 
adverbs, excoriating everything and denouncing 
everybody except the "Bull Moose"; but Larry Har- 
ris, in the interest of the public welfare, refused to 
give him a chance, at which Heney is very sore. 


Lawlor bases his chance for the Federal job on 


acquaintanceship with Senator Hughes of New Jer- 
sey, who comes from the neighborhood where Law- 
lor was raised. 


Hughes consented to present his name to Presi- 


dent Wilson, as Lawlor had not found anything 
nearer California than New Jersey to do so. 


The little judge ha's devoted his attention to ob- 


taining the endorsement of Rudolph Spreckels, as 
Rudolph is aiming to be the Federal boss for Wil- 
son in California and distribute all the loaves and 
fishes. 
Lawlor has spent a substantial part of this week 


in Rudolph 5preckeis: olfice in the First National 
Banjc building, having decided, for himself, that Ru- 
dolph will have the giving of the good things. 
Louis Hill's New Role 


Louis W. Hill, son of that grand old man of the 


Northwest, the builder-of the Great Northern Rail- 
road, spent a good deal of his time during his recent 
• visit to California sketching. He paints quite well 
—for a capitalist—and he goes about his brush 
work with the zeal and energy that characterizes 
his business operations. 


One of the peculiar things about him i<* thsf he 


will paint with great energy and then bury his can- 
vases in the ground without letting anybody see 
them. He says his reverence to art will not per- 
mit him to make a show of his work.' He was asked 


by an acquaintance why he interred his paintings 
as fast as he finished them, or before they were 
even finished. 


"Well," he replied, "you see, I belong to a very 


extensive society that is spread all over this country. 
It is known as the Association of Spanish Cham- 
pions. I am president of the 
organization. The 


members spend their time in trying to become ex- 
pert at throwing the bull. T am just keeping my 
hand in when sketching." 
Spring Valley Again 


The Supervisors have resumed their negotiations 


with Spring Valley. They have discovered that 
Hetch Hetchy is receding in the distance. Mean- 
time the people must have water and they must 
have extensions of the distributing system which 
they cannot get as matters stand. While the Super- 
visors are fighting Spring Valley, even the wells 
may go dry and the people of San Francisco ha\ e 
no liking for even that kind of a dry town. 


So the Supervisors have voted to have another 


chin-chin with Billy Bourn and his associates. 
Whether they will ever agree can only be conjec- 
tured, for Percy Long and the Spreckels group in 
the Board of Supervisors persist in trying to make 
the Spring Valley people agree absolutely to their 
terms. One of the interesting bits of news de- 
veloped is that the Legislature was to be asked to 
pass an act that would take away from the courts 
jurisdiction of the Spring Valley dispute. 


When the matter was referred to Attorney-Gen- 


eral Webb, that official put a damper on the en- 
terprise by saying that the Legislature had no 
power to pass an act that would deprive the Spring 
Valley of its right to a judicial review in case its 
property rights were invaded. 
Harry Flannery's Latest BreaK 


Last week Harry Flannery, once Police Commis- 


sioner, and formerly a Nevada politician of 
the 


practical school, called a meeting of choice spirits 
and selected candidates for all the important local 
Federal offices. He and his coadjutors sent on to 
Washington a recommendation signed by the Demo- 
cratic Central Committee of San Francisco and the 
State Democratic League of California.^ 


Flannery and his bunch have nothing to do with 


the Democratic State Committee, of which J. 0. 
Davis is chairman, nor do they represent Theodore 
Bell's Democratic League. 
The recommendation 


they forwarded attempts to use the name of the 
State Committee and Bell's league by a substitution 
of terms, While slightly different, the names are 
so nearly alike as to deceive one not acquainted 
'with the facts. 


Flannery's only mistake was in not giving his 


saloon as the postoffice address to which President 
Wilson w.as to send the commissions. He might at 
least, in that case, have sold a few drinks while his 
companions in arms were waiting for their meal 
tickets to arrive from Washington. 
More Disappointments 


The appointment mill at Washington is working 


sadly for reform. Phelan is not likely to be appoint- 
ed Minister to Austria-Hungary and Gus Spreckels 
- is no more likely to get vhis son-in-law appointed 
Ambassador to Berlin. These "be sorrowful times, 
indeed. 


In all the lists of probabilities sent out from the 


capital, the names of Phelan and Spreckels' son-in- 
law are missing, x Wilson seems to have his head 
screwed on straight. 
Newlands Butts In 


Senator Newlands of Nevada ha_s created some 


consternation, among the local applicants for office 
by assuming to have a voice in the distribution of 
the custom house patronage. He demands a better 
job for Stephens, a subordinate of Fred Stratton's, 
than he now has. He insists that Stephens shall be 
appointed either Surveyor of the Port or Appraiser. 


He claims to have made the discovery that 


Stephens is a Democrat. Stephens himself didn't 
find that out until Wilson was elected. 


It so happens that Newlands is treading on the 


corns o£ James Ellis Tucker, who fe.now in Wash- 
ington asking to be appointed Appraiser. Tucker 
was. Appraiser during Cleveland's last administra- 
tion and made an excellent record. He also stands 
well with the Blingum hoi polloi. Tucker's qualifi- 
cations for the office are that he is a Virginian and 
once held the job. He went to Washington to make 
a gumshoe campaign for the Collectorship, 
but 


speedily found that he had chipped in without any 
pair. The State Committee was not for him, being 
candidates for office themselves, and the Congress- 
men were not for him because each Congressman 
was looking for an appointment on his own account. 
So Tinker dropped down s. fcV7 pegs and rauuesuy 
asked for his old position.* 


When he was appointed in 1893, his brother, St. 


George Tucker, was an influential member of Con- 
gress. He also had the backing of Stephen M. White 
and the Democratic members from Congress from 
this State and the endorsement of the State Com- 
mittee. He has none of these aids in the fight he 
is now making.

praiser.. He was always courteous, fair

One can imagine the sardonic smile that will over- 


spread the face of old Chris Evans when he hears 
that prison reform in California is under the direc- 
tion of two hardened criminals, one of them an old 
pal of his. 


The legislative committee now engaged in inves- 


tigating prison management are not listening to the 
testimony of the Prison Directors and the prison of- 
ficials ; they are taking their cue from Edward Mor- 
rcll and Donald Lowrie and appear to regard those 
leaders of advanced thought as safe counsellors in 
dealing with prison matters. Both are ex-convicts 
and prison reformers. 
Both are ardent advocates 


of the theory that convicts are a pei-secuted class 
and that prison officials are brutes as a rule. 


The experiment of cranks following crooks in 


dealing with the prisons will be watched with in- 
terest. 


Ed. Morrell has had a varied criminal career. He 


has served two terms in State Prison. He planted 
the arms on the Folsom prison grounds which George 
Sontag, the two Wilsons and several other desperate 
convicts used in the attempted break of 1894.

Is Urgent** 


As the news from the flooded district in Ohio and Indiana 


takes on the complexion of authenticity, it develops that the loss 
of life .lias been greatly exaggerated. 
The property loss is im- 


mense and the distress and suffering widespread and acute, but 
happily not nearly so many have perished as was fiist reported. 
Excitable and terrified people magnified the stories of calamity 
that passed from mouth to mouth, and added the terrors o£ their 
own imaginations to the actual horrors which, environed them. 


We>had the same experience out here when San Francisco was 


destroyed by earthquake and fire. The life loss grew from hun- 
dreds into thousands, and for a week after the catastrophe the de- 
tails increased in horror and the death roll mounted. It was 
sent out to the world that Santa Cruz had been overwhelmed in 
a tidal wave and that the larger part of Oakland had sunk and 
thousands of people swallowed up in the waters of the bay. 


There was no tidal wave at Santa Cruz and there was no land 


sinking in Oakland or anywhere in the vicinity. The only people 
who lost their lives in Oakland were a family of _actor$ who were 
surreptitiously occupying an old building that had been condemned 
as unsafe by the fire department. 


In San Francisco the total death loss from earthquake and 


fire .was less than five hundred. The stories of ghouls robbing 
the dead and looters being shot while the city burned and the 
earth shook were mere figments of imagination. They were in- 
vented to supply the lack of authentic details. But while imagi- 
nation added fictitious horrors to the occasion, the catastrophe 
was none the less terrible and overwhelming. A great city de- 
stroyed and three hundred thousand people made homeless and 
practically destitute in a day is a calamity that taxes the mind to 
grasp and comprehend. In looking back to that time of stress, 
terror and excitement, one cannot but marvel that the people bore 
themselves so well; that they showed so much respect for law 
and order and the rights of property; displayed so much courage, 
humanity, self-denial and self-restraint; and that the spirit of 
fraternity and helpfulness should have been so universal and 
spontaneous. The acts of charity, sympathy and generosity were 
as a th.ous.vr-d to one exhibition of brutality, heartlessness, cow- 
ardice or inhumanity. San Francisco has no prouder boast than 
the behavior of her people during, the fire and the weeks immedi- 
ately following. 


We have no doubt the inhabitants of the flooded districts in 


Ohio, Indiana and Illinois are displaying the same admirable 
spirit of humanity and fortitude. Ninety per cent of the stories 
of looting, crime and disorder can safely be set down as inven- 
tions or exaggerations. In San Francisco heroism and humanity 
were so general and conspicuous that the sporadic lapses into bar- 
barism became more opprobrious by their rarity and skceptional 
character. Nevertheless the calamity was one to appall the stout- 
est heart, and the privation and distress it entailed appealed to 
every generous instinct of the human heart the world over. 


That is the case in the Mississippi valley today. Business and 


transportation are paralyzed in a vast district comprising an 
area, approximately, of one hundred thousand square miles and a 
population of several millions. An immense number of people are 
homeless and destitute and trsposed to the weather in an inclement 
season, in a climate much severer than ours; they, are cut off from 
supplies and deprived of the means of supplying;lheir wants. Be- 
cause fewer lives have been lost than the published reports have 
led us to believe does not diminish the need of the. survivors nor 
the urgency of the appeal for help. Women and children are on 
the verge of starving and freezing amid the ruins "of their dwell- 
ings and the wreck, of an abounding prosperity. No doubt the 
people there are bearing themselves well. Let us, who are ensconced 
in comfort under smiling skies,* with the currents of. business and 
life pulsating in their accustomed channels, •bear'ouxselves equally 
well. The distance of calamity is apt to dull the edge of phil- 
anthropy. It should not he said of ^Californians that they have 
so soon forgotten their recent dreadful- experience or that they 
are ungrateful for the sympathy and aid extended in their hour 
of need, or are unmindful of the sufferings of others and the call 
made upon them in the name of humanity. -

Great Britain has taken the first practical step toward inter- 


national disarmament and paving the -way for the establishment 
of international peace. This step has".' been taken by Winston 
•Churchill, the First Lord of the "Admiralty, -in submitting the 
British naval estimates to the House of Commons. Churchill's 
plan is that all of the naval powers of the world cancel all of 
their programs of construction for next year. In his speech he 
made the proposal especially direct to Germany. 


Churchill's argument against the folly of persistent naval ex- 


pansion is invincible. The policy has annually increased the bur- 
dens of the people of all of the great naval powers, until the cost 
of! naval construction and naval maintenance has reached enor- 
mous proportions and that without attaining the- end sought 
when the rivalry of Germany, through the intense passion of the 
Kaiser to raise the standard of its fleet to the level of the British 
navy, was started. Germany's naval program was at once met 
by Great Britain to maintain its two-power standard, and ".the 
. wasteful, purposeless and futile folly," as Churchill ^crib?? the 
acute rivalry in armaments which, has been fostered by both 
nations has accomplished nothing except to increase each nation's 
demands for a larger budget. Other nations, not directly" a party 
to the rivalry, have been forced to -increase their navies in self- 
defense of their own interests on the sea and to discourage the 
temptation which sometimes presents itself to a strong and 
aggressive nation to oppress a weaker neighbor. But the general 
result of the rivalry, as. to the relative status of the fleets of the 
leading naval powers, is just where it was when the foolish am- 
bition of the Kaiser was awakened. 


If Churchill's protx>sal to the naval nation* ?? accepted in the* 


.same spirit of sincerity with which he has evidently made it, the 
wofld at large will be immeasurably benefited by it. But it re- 
mains for Germany, the initiator of the program which has been 
carried on for several years past, to make the first friendly re-

End of /fie Balkan War in Sight. 


The fall of Adrianople, the ancient European capital o£ the 


Ottoman Empire, has changed the whole character of the war in 
the Balkan peninsula and the end of the bloody conflict and the 
dissolution of Turkey in Europe is close at hand. 
The great 


fortress was carried by storm by the Bulgarian and Servian 
forces that have invested it and hammered it mercilessly for 
several weeks, led by their respective generals in person. The 
final capture of the fortress was clearly foreshadowed early in 
the week when the allies captured the eastern line of forts and 
concentrated their fire on the citadel. The city was, however, in 
flames when they finally entered yesterday. Shukri Pasha is 
represented to have applied the torch to the city before surren- 
dering his sword, preferring to witness its destruction by fire 
than the triumphant entry of the victorious armies. 


\The great Turkish arsenal, powder magazines and barracks 


had been blown up previously by the concentrated fire of the 
siege guns of the allies. 


Simultaneously with the capture of Adrianople comes the 


news that the center of the Turkish lines at Tchatalja had been 
forced by the Bulgarians and the way paved for entering Con- 
stantinople, that city being now practically defenseless. Adria- 
nople was the key of the capital's outer defenses and the" forts at 
Tchatalja constituted the inner and last line of defense. 


The fall of Adrianople makes it possible now for the sea- 


soned veterans of the Servian and Bulgarian armies that have 
forced its surrender to be transferred to and aid in the reduction 
of Scutari, the only Turkish fortress of any consequence on the 
Balkan peninsula that is still holding out. Everything has indi- 
fcated for the past two weeks that Scutari is on the verge of sur- 
render. Austria's intervention in demanding that Montenegro 
release its starving non-combatant inhabitants has merely had 
the effect of postponing the final surrender of the garrison. 
Now that Adrianople has fallen into the hands of the allies and 
the Tchatalja lines have been broken, it is doubtful whether 
Austria will single-handed proceed any further in its diplomatic 
aggressions against Montenegro and Servia. 


The chancellories of the European powers are, however, busy 


planning co-operative .mediation between the belligerents, in 
order to minimize the disaster which has overtaken the Turkish 
government and save for it as much, at least, of its territory in 
Europe as will enable it to continue the control of the Dardan- 
nelles. But the triumph of the armies of the allied Balkan states 
is calculated to strengthen the assumption that they will not 
willingly surrender any of those demands as a condition of peace 
which they have previously inade, or the fruits of conquest to 
which they are rightfully entitled.

Destructive Inroads on the Tire 


Casings Made by Small 


Stones. 


"In the main it may be said that sixty 


per cent of tire repair bills are caused 
primarily through the carelesness of the 
owner- And half of the remainder are 
caused as a result, generally of small tire- 
cuts," says Manager B. H. Pratt of the 
Fisk Tire and Rubber Company in speak- 
ing 'of the care of tires. He says: 


"The cuts appear in any tire that is 
run over dirt roads. In almost every case 
they are caused by sharp stones or ruts. 
"They first manifest themselves as cuts 
apparently an inch or so long which seem 
to extend into the tread a short distance. 
If these cuts are allowed to SO uncared 
for, they .quickly nil with, sand and dust 
from the road.

TO TRACKS WAN 'BOOKIES' 


Estimated That Machines Would Yield 


Promoters Four Times as Much 


YORK. March 2S.— In the last 
six months many managers and officials 
of race tracks throughout the country 
have come out openly in favor of parl- 
mutuel machines as against the book- 
makers. 
There was a reason — a question of rev- 
enue. But this i\as not the reason ad- 
vanced by the race track magnates. In- 
stead, they sought to throw snuff in the 
eyes of the public and clcak their designs 
by saying that betting through the pari- 
nrratuel machines -would serve to bring out 
better and cleaner racing. But the real 
reason was that there would be more 
money for the race tracks under the 
pari-mutuel system that when the book- 
makers operate. 
The otflcals of the Maryland and Ken- 
tucky race tracks figured that there were 
25 bookmakers on n daily average at 
5100 a. day operating on their tracks. This 
meant at the very lowest a net revenue 
to the tracka of $3500 a day. Some tracks 
demand mere than S100, tut the Plmllco 
track charges that sum for each book- 
maker for the privilege of allowing him 
to randle bets. 
This amount can, therefore, be stated 
as the dally revenue to the track. Tn 
o^r to pay this rental fee the ^uhs 


figured that the bookmakers must handle 
at least $1000 to a race, or $210.000 dally 
for six races. The officials decided that 
this was the right amount or the book- 
makers would not be able to pay that 
sum. 
Dui-fnjr a :6-dav meeting at the 
rate of $210,000 a day SS.'jno.OOO would be 
bet by the patrons of the track. 
This S3.560.000 was 
distributed 
or 
handled by 35 bookmakers. Some of those 
bookmakers lost money and some -won, 
but nevertheless, that amount of monev 
was bet,
